NEARLY  EXTINCT 

I  have  been  collecting  silver  art  bars  for  many  years.  It  seems  that  the  vintage 
art  bars  were  more  plentiful  when  silver  was  below  $10  spot.  I  would  go  into 
coin  shops  and  coin  shows  and  find  art  bars  all  the  time.  Sometimes  even  the 
rare  ones  such  as  Green  Country  Mint  and  Greathouse.  However  the  last  few 
years  silver  art  bars  have  been  drying  up.  Everytime  I  go  searching  for  art  bars 
now  it  seems  that  their  aren't  many  to  choose  from  or  even  none  at  all.  Even 
the  "so  called"  common  pieces  are  becoming  less  available  for  purchase.  This 
experience  made  me  draw  to  the  conclusion  that  their  is  no  such  thing  as  a 
common  art  bar  anymore  as  they  are  all  becoming  rare  to  find.  I'm  sure  when 
silver  has  risen  to  $50  again  a  couple  years  ago  that  more  art  bars  have  gotten 
melted  being  as  coin  dealers  treat  them  as  just  silver  rather  than  a  piece  of  col¬ 
lectible  art.  I  think  it's  a  good  idea  to  snatch  up  any  old  art  bars  you  see.  Even 
if  it's  not  a  design  that  you're  crazy  about  you  can  at  least  say  that  you  saved 
another  piece  of  silver  art  bar  history.  Many  Collectors  are  having  no  choice  to 
to  resort  to  other  means  to  find  art  bars  such  as  Ebay.  Spending  large  amounts 
to  obtain  a  piece  to  fill  the  hole  in  their  collection.  Many  coin  dealers  are  now 
starting  to  pull  the  vintage  art  bars  from  their  stock  and  listing  them  on  ebay  as 
they  now  are  starting  to  see  that  these  pieces  are  worth  more  than  just  silver.

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The  Kirk  Collection, 
An  Enigma

One  of  the  items  listed  in  the  all  editions  of  The  Guide  Book  of  Sil¬ 
ver  Art  Bars,  (excluding  the  6th  edition,  which  would  have  been 
better  titled  “Supplement  to  the  5th  Edition”),  is  the  peculiar  entry 
of  the  Kirk  Collections  of  sterling  silver  medals  depicting  Disney 
characters.  These  weigh  2.3  ounces  for  each  of  the  12  medals. 

I  say  it  is  a  peculiar  entry  into  because  these  medals  are  one  of, 
if  not  the  only  medals  struck  in  sterling  silver  that  got  into  the 
Guide  at  a  time  when  there  were  literally  tens  of  thousands  of 
other  modern  and  not-so-modern  sterling  silver  medals  around 
that  did  not  get  in  because  they  were  not  a  one  ounce  silver  bar. 

Yes,  a  few  other  medals  got  in  but  these  were  better  described 
as  one  ounce  .999  silver  units  or  fractionals  thereof  issued  by  sil¬ 
ver  bar  makers  such  as  United  States  Silver  Corporation  and  Fos¬ 
ter  &  Co.  and  thus  they  had  a  direct  tie-in  with  the  bars  from  these 
issuers.  It  was  logical  to  include  them. 
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The  author  holding  his  two  prized  hubs. 
These  hubs  weighed  in  at  a  hefty  2+  pounds  each.

None  the  less,  The  Kirk  Collection  of  sterling  silver  art  medals  has 
become  almost  synonymous  with  silver  bar  collecting  and  is  highly 
sought  after. 

Each  of  the  medals  boasts  a  popular  Disney  character  such  as 
Mickey  Mouse,  Snow  White,  Bambi,  etc. Now  here  is  the  part  you 
probably  didn’t  know.  Who  made  them  for  Kirk?  The  short  answer 
is  that  they  were  made  by  The  Robert  Williams  Mint.  Several 
years  ago  Roger  Williams  had  some  difficulty  and  had  to  sell  off 
much  of  their  tooling,  presentation  cases  for  medals,  coin  flips, 
gift  boxes,  etc. 

Much  of  the  tooling  in  the  form  of  dies  and  hubs  (a  hub  is  a  master 
tool  used  to  press  out  dies),  were  sold  by  a  second  party  through 
eBay  and  direct  sale  to  collectors  and  others. 

When  they  first  appeared  on  eBay  they  were  miscategorized  and 
saw  few  bids.  In  those  early  weeks  of  bidding  many  great  buys 
were  to  be  had  for  hubs  and  dies  that  sold  for  fractions  of  what 
similar  items  sold  for  weeks  later  when  the  “johhny-come-latelys 
finally  figured  out  what  was  going  on  and  many  collectors  began 
bidding. 

I  was  lucky  to  get  in  on  the  action  very  early  when  the  prices  were 
low.  In  one  of  the  lots  I  purchased  direct  sale,  were  two  of  the 
Kirk  Collection  hubs  (which  again  were  used  to  make  dies). 
These  two  were  for  Pluto  and  Dopey.  I  never  saw  any  of  the  other 
characters  offered  for  sale.  So  while  I’ve  never  been  able  to  get  a 
set  of  the  medals,  I  can  be  satisfied  with  the  two  of  the  hubs  I  was 
able  to  buy. 

In  these  sales  I  purchased  maybe  two  dozen  silver  bar  and  silver 
postage  stamp  (or  stamp-like)  hubs.  In  the  months  to  come  I  will 
share  more  of  my  purchases  from  those  sales  that  are  related  to 
the  silver  bar  hobby.
